namely: 

1. These rules may be called the Textiles Committee (Amendment) Rules, 1960. 

2. In the Textiles Committee Rules. 1963, for the Table below sub-rule (1) of

Note.—I n the case of items 1 to 5 of this Table, packed production during a 
month will be taken as the quantity manufactured during that month. 

Note 2.—Fents, rags and chindies will be excluded for the purpose of payment 
of fees in the case of fabrics. 

Note 8 .—Mixed yarn fabrics will be deemed as exclusively made of that 
material the content of which accounts for 50 per cent and above by weight in the 
composition thereof. 

3. This notification shall come Into force on the 1st day of June, I960
